Kalmbach made the statements 
in a deposition under oath made 
public Friday in connection with a 
6.4 million dollars damage suit fil- 
ed by Democratic officials against 
Republicans over the 1972 bugging 
of Democratic headquarters at the 
Watergate. 

Kalmbach has told the Senate 
Wetergate Committee that he ralis- 
ed $220,000 and dispursed it to the 
Watergate conspirators after their 
arrests in June 1972, and that he 
sought assurances from Ehriichman 
that such payments were proper 
and was told to “go forward.” 

Last July 30, Ehrlichman told the 
committee he recalled no such con- 
versation, and doubted it ever took 
place. He said that he would never 
have given such assurance. 

Meanwhile, two more firms have 
admitted making illegal corporate 
contributions to President Nixon's 
re-election campaign. Phillips Pet- 
roleum Co. said it gave $100,000, 
and Minnesota Mining and Manu- 
facturing Co. admitted to a §30,000 
contribution. Four other corpora- 
tions previously had disclosed si- 
milar contributions.
